Abstracts 


MANIPULATION OF ALGINATE 
IMPRESSION MATERIALS 


It was noted that castings, although 
fitting model accurately, did not show 
the same fit in the mouth. In a careful 
study of the alginates, it was found that 
many errors could be blamed on tech- 
nique. 

Alginates consist of a soluble alginate, 
a calcium compound of low solubility, a 
small amount of soluble phosphate and 
invert filling materials which when 
mixed with water produce an insoluble 
rubbery gel. Faults in alginates are of 
either surface or dimensional inaccura- 
cies. 

Surface faults are of two kinds: first 
the blow-hole type due to trapped air 
bubbles in the mix or to the trapping of 
air between the surface of the material 
and tissue; second, that due to an adhe- 
sive film of mucous or materia alba on 
either the mucosa or the teeth—this may 
be thick enough to distort the model. 

Faults of dimensional accuracy may be 
due to stresses produced by insufficient 
room for expansion of the calcium algi- 
nate between tissues and tray with distor- 
tion on removal as strains are released. 
Another source is pressure by the opera- 
tor after gelation has occurred next to 
the warm tissue but while the rest of the 
material is plastic. Another source may 
be movement of the tray during setting. 

Distortion can occur during removal 


from the mouth if the material is 
stretched beyond its limits. An impression 
with a tear should be discarded. A proper 
technique of removal is necessary. 

Distortion after removal results from 
loss or gain of water. Treatment of the 
impression in an aqueous solution should 
be for a short time only. 

In taking the impression, the mouth 
should be rinsed with sodium bicarbonate 
to remove mucous. An individual, per- 
forated, uniformly oversized and care- 
fully trimmed impression tray is used. It 
should have a handle, metal pins on the 
sides or wire or string attachments for 
easy vertical removal. Materials vary in 
proportion and viscosity. Follow the in- 
structions to the letter and time with a 
watch. Do not overload tray. Hand pack 
high vaults, inaccessible and critical 
areas of the mouth. Quickly seat the tray 
and muscle trim. : 

Removal of the impression should be 
sudden and rapid in a vertical direction 
and without rocking. Rinse in cold water, 
fix for a short time, dry with air and 
pour within ten minutes. Follow water 
and stone ratio of the manufacturer and 
do not use too thick a mix of stone. 

In pouring, alginate impressions should 
never be inverted and pressed on a heap 
of stone on the bench.—By J]. Osborne 
and G. A. Lammie. British Dental Jour- 
nal, February 2, 1954.

APICECTOMY WITH THE 
TREPHINE 


A trephine for the apicectomy is sug- 
gested as enabling the operator to per- 
form with less time, trouble and trauma 
than with the conventional approach. 

A trephine of suitable size and not too 
long a shank is used in the straight hand- 
piece. When the root canal is reamed, a 
piece of stainless steel wire is inserted as 
far as possible and kinked at the incisal 
edge. An x-ray is taken, the wire removed 
and the canal filled: The wire is placed 
against the tooth with the kink on the 
incisal edge, the root tip located and a 
curved incision 5 mm below the wire and 
10 mm to each side is made. The flap is 
turned back, the rapidly rotating trephine 
is placed at an acute angle with the first 
part of the circumference touching at “6 
o’clock.” As it enters the bone the hand- 
piece is raised to a right angle and 
pressed into place. Contact with the root 
can be felt. It is removed while rotating. 
The cut bone and root are removed with 
a pick; currette if necessary and suture. 
It does not injure adjacent teeth and has 
been used very successfully in the upper 
six and lower eight anterior teeth—By
